HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 15.—Senior 


Lieutenant Liudmilla Pavlichenko, 
Soviet sniper who killed 309 Nazis 
with her own rifle, delivered a 10- 
word talk to the California CIO 
convention here and was greeted 
with a roaring ovation for her— 
and for a second front now.

MONG the countries where the 
people are most united in their 
struggle against the fascist regime 
and the Nazi overlords is Spain. 
Here the struggle is waged by. all 
sectors of the population and by all 
means at their disposal. 
Strikes, slow-downs, sabotage, de- 
struction of crops, hunger demon- 


strations, street

in Espana Popular, the Re- 
publican paper issued in Mexico 
City, It occupies more than a full 
newspaper sheet. We hope it is 
read carefully and en toto by those 
responsible for our present policy 
to the Franco regime. It might 
prove extremely instructive and en- 
lightening. 

I will try to give you a rapid 
summary of the summary of events 
in Spain during the last months, so 
that you at least can know of the 
great heroism of a great people.

HE workers were never seduced 

by Falangist demagogery. After 

the great sacrifices of the Spanish 

war and more than three years of 

Francoist tyranny, they maintain 

through struggle their dignified soli- 
darity without humiliation. 

They continue to fight for eco- 
nomic improvement, and have been 
able to win important concessions. 
Through expression of discontent, 
open criticism and slow-downs the 
transport and textile workers of 
Barcelona, the paper workers in the 
Levante, the port workers of Barce- 
lona and Gijon, the stone and mo- 
saic workers of Cartagena have 
been able to gain wage increases 
ranging from 10 to 20 per cent. 

Others, like the miners of, Ma- 
zapron and of Asturia went on 
strike for wage increases and won, 


despite the terrific terror loosed 
against. them, 3 
T workers interfere with the 
shipment of goods to the Axis, 
In Barcelona, for example, 25 work- 
ers were shot in the presence of 
their comrades when they flatly re- 
fused to unload food intended for 
Germany. 

At the port of Grao the workers 
were loading an Italian boat with 
barrels of olive oil, camouflaged 
under another name. One of the 
workers intentionally let a barrel 
fall. It split open and the workers 
refused to continue loading. The 
news spread to the town and the 
Falangist authorities were forced to 
distribute the olive oil among the 
people 


An organized slow-down campaign 
exists. In Bilbao posters appear on 
the factory walls telling the workers 
that “it is necessary to work es 
slowly and as poorly as possible.” 
In one of the chief southern ports, 
a boat which previously was un- 
loaded in nine days, now takes from 
19 to 22 days, and at that much 
of the cargo manages to fall into 
the sea.

Ao the peasants, opposition 
to the regime is most extreme 
and tenacious, because of the con- 
fiscation of the harvest at forced 


From Andalucia to Castilla, from 
Catalonia to Navarre and Euzkadi, 
the peasants plant only what is 
sufficient for their own sustenance, 
illegally engage in free trade, feed 
the animals with surplus crop and 
burn the rest, rather than turn it 
over to the government. 

In Galicia, look-outs warn of the 
approach of the Falange official and 
the Civil Guard, so that the peas- 
ants can hide their food. In Pam- 
plona, where the political backward- 
ness of the peasants is notorious 
and where the influence of the Re- 
quetes is great, the peasants have 
destroyed by fire the harvests of 
whole towns.

en the Franco regime and prevent 
the shipment to Germany of in- 
dustrial and war products. 
Hundreds of accidents occur on 
the railroads. Freight trains at 
San Sebastian and Vigo, loaded 


with material for Germany, were. 


completely wrecked. 

Many explosions have taken 
place in powder and munition fac- 
tories and in arsenals—in Seville, 
in Sanlucar de Barrameda, in As- 
turias, in Balbao, near Valencia, in 
La Corruna. Textile and paper 
plants have ben damaged. Piles of 
raw materials in storehouses and 
on ships have been destroyed. 

The struggle against rationing 
and hunger is widespread and vio- 
lent, Women lead demonstrations 

d storm food depots and trains 
in Ferrol, Lugo, Cadiz, Madrid and 
Barcelona. 

They are enraged at the constant 
shipment of food to Germany and 
other Axis countries. At Irun the 
women threw themselves on the 
tracks to prevent the departure of 
a food train bound for Germany. 
These heroic acts also took place 
at Madrid and Valladolid. 

The deep hatred of the people 
for the Nazi invader expresses itself 
openly. In Barcelona, the workers 
set fire to a beer factory owned by 
a German Nazi. In the port of 
Castro Urdiales, Spanish sailors 
threw a group of German sailors 
into the sea. In Valencia, the peo- 
ple helped a group of English sail- 
ors attack the crew of a German 
boat. Particularly in Galicia and 
Euzkadi attacks upon German sol- 
diers and agents are constant. 

The anger aroused by Franco’s 
criminal efforts to force Spain into 
the war against the United Na- 
tions, is great not only among the 
workers and peasants but even 
among the most conservative forces, 
like the monarchists, Catholic 
circles and the army. 

The growing avalanche of strug- 
gle in Spain is the base of national 
unity against Franco and Falange. 

We can help the heroic people 
of Spain. We can contribute to na- 
tional unity in Spain. We can 
break with Franco. 


The ALP and the Elections-- 
Vital War Issues Must Be Met

The most recent Gallup Poll 
taken to test popular pre-election 
sentiment in New York, indicates 
that the American Labor Party 
may receive 15 per cent of the vote 
in New York City. While the latest 
figures for the state-wide canvass 
are not yet available, previous polls 
have given Dean Alfange ssme 10 
per cent of the vote in the state, 
or approximately 400,000 votes. 

It should be noted, however, that 
these figures also tnclude the vote 
for Amter, as many Communist 
voters undoubtedly would not con- 
fide their vote to canvassers whom 
they do not know. Hence it would 
be more correct to say that the 
percentages credited solely to Al- 
fange, in reality represent the eom- 
bined strength of Alfange and 
Amter. 


The Gallup Poll of two weeks 
ago analyzed the probable distribu- 
tion of the Roosevelt and Willkie 
votes of 1940. It estimated that of 
those who voted for Roosevelt in 
1940, 15 per cent will cast their 
vote for Alfange, 33 per cent for 
Dewey and 52 per cent for Bennett. 
Of these who voted for Willkie in 
1940, 22 per cent indicate that they 
will. vote for Bennett, 77 per cent 
for Dewey and only one per cent 
for Alfange. 


The above figures, inaccurate 
though they may be, do however 
present the real problem in this 
election. They indicate that the 
largest proportion of those Roose- 
velt voters who do not intend to 
vote for Bennett are swinging over 
to Dewey, while the largest per- 
centage of those Willkie voters who 
do not want to vote for Dewey are 
shifting towards Bennett. This 
therefore presents a challenge: 
How to influence this large per- 


Communist Party against both

yet reached 10 per cent of the total 
state vote. In New York City its 
vote reached a high of 28 per cent 
in 1937 dropping to about 20 per 
cent in 1941. 

With more than two millicn or- 
ganized workers in the ranks of 
the AFL and CIO in New York 
State, it is safe to say that these 
workers and their families con- 
stitute a majority of the voting 
population. It is clear therefore 
that the ALP has not yet become 
the political party of labcr, not 
even of organized labor. 

The failure of the ALP to win 
over a larger section of the organ- 
ized labor movement, as well as its 
weaknesses in policies and leader- 
ship have also handicapped it in 
attracting to itself larger sections 
of the. farmers, the Negro people 
and other sections of the popula- 
tion. 


We raise these questions at this 
time with no partisan axe to grind. 
We do so in the hope that we may 
be able to influence the situation, 
may be able to help overcome those 
obstacles that stand in the way of 
a strong ALP.

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The Great 
Tradition of 
John Brown

Eighty - three years ago tonight John 
Brown, with five Negro and 13 white men, 
captured the arsenal at Harper's Ferry, Va., 
taking prisoner 60 “leading” citizens—most, 
or all of them, quite likely, slaveholders— 
to be used as hostages. | 

This historic incident was the last of the 
South’s many slave insurrections. | 

The terror which descended upon the 
Negro people after the raid on Harpers 
Ferry was not the only reason for the end 
to insurrections. There had been terror 
before, following each slave uprising. 
These uprisings had begun, in what is now 
the United States, in 1526, on the coast of 
the present state of South Carolina; they 
had extended down to 1859, just 83 years 
ago today. : 

The main reason why revolts against 
slavery ended after John Brown's attempt 
was that the struggle, on the Negro’s part, 
took other forms. 

Four years later, in 1863, the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation freeing the slaves was 
issued by President Abraham Lincoln. 


THE RIGHT TO FIGHT 


In the meantime, owing to their own 
feelings and to the personal pleadings of 
Frederick Douglass, the Negro people had 
been pressing for the right to fight in the 
Union Army for their own freedom. (They 
had been fighting, unofficially, remember, 
since that first insurrection — by rising 
against their masters, by running away, by 
buying their freedom, and by every other 
means known to the enslaved who intend 
to be free.) 

And they marched into the Civil War 
singing: 

“John Brown's body lies a-moulderin’ in 
the grave, 
But his soul goes marchin’ on!“ 

The Negro people today can think of 
Harper's Ferry, and of the events which 
followed, as continuous links in the his- 
toric chain leading to complete emancipa- 
tion. Today, as they march forward in the 
most significant war since the one which 
followed Harpers Ferry, the Negro people 
are closer to that complete emancipation 
than they have ever been before. 

Most Negroes today look upon this anti- 
fascist war as breaking the last of the 
bonds at which Brown and his compatriots 
struck so valiantly 83 years ago tonight.
